Rolling Stock Is Scized. 

The French and Belgian forces of 
occupation are adding to their roll- 
ing stock for the operation of the 
German railroads. Yesterday at 
Muelheim, French troops seized 115 
locomotives. 60 carloads of coke and 
30 carloads of coal and took over 
the round house and repair shops. 

It is reported that Lord Mayor 
Haverstein of Oberhausen and Vice 
Lord Mavor Schaeffer of Essen, 
who were recéntly given prison sen- 
tences of two years, have been jailed 
successively at*Duesseldorf and May- 
ence. The report states that they 
are soon to be taken from the latter 
city in the Sarre Valley. 

Railroad Operation Plans. 

The Ruhr allies are going aXNead 
with plans to operate all 
in the Ruhr and Rhineland, with the 
exception of those In the Cologne 
(British) area. Gen. Payot, 
transpottation chief of 
mission, will be the administrative 
officer. 

Frénch headquarters say the step 
is designed to smooth out the diffi- 
culties in the way of the allies, who 
have been hampered by strikes and 
the menace of a food shortage; The 
railway administration is empowered 
to hire as many men as are needed, 
and most of these Will be imported 
from Belgium and France. Several! 
hundred Germans, the French of- 
ficers assert, have requested work.

moon, visible in St. Louis 

if the sky continues clear, 
will occur tonight. 

The moon will enter the earth's 
shadow at 8:28 o'clock and will 
reach maximum at 9:32, leaving 
the shadow at 10:36, according 
to the Rev. Martin 8. Brennan, 
astronomer, who is pastor of the 
Church of SS. Mary and Joseph 
in Carondelet. 

The Rev. Father Brennan re- 
fers to the spectacle as ‘“«ub- 
lime,”’ though with little scien- 
tific profit, similar eclipses™~ oc- 
curring about twice a year. 

“Eclipses are interesting, how- 
ever, as they reveal clearly the 
broken character of the moon's 
surface." he _ said. “Thus the 
mountain peaks, on a line be- 
tween the bright and dark por- 
tions of the moon, will have sun- 
shine on their summits, while

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WAGES AND PRODUCTION. 

The voluntary increase in the wages of building 
workers in St. Louis should fnaugurate an era of good 
feeling and efficiency. Wages will be as high as they 
ever have been and, in some cases, higher. 

The increases have been granted by the Master 
Bullders’ Association, chiefly in response to the law 
of supply and demand. The possibility that workers 
would leave for other cities where higher wages are 
paid was probably not so persuasive a consideration 
2s the fact that last rear, after a considerable strug- 
gie to settle wages on a lower basis, it became a com- 
mon practice to pay premiums to get men to work. 
Another factor is the price of building materials. 


; Reductions in such prices last epring were used as an 


argument for the reduction of wages, but material 
prices steadily advanced during the season, and work- 
ers who had accepted.a reduction felt that they had 
been worsted 

Builders estimate that wages represent about one- 
third of building cosets and that the average in®rease 
under the new scaie is approximately 12 per cent. 
This would mean that, other things being equal, the 
new scale Will augment the cost of building about 
per cent. or $400 on a $18.060 house 

Such an increase would be rather keenly felt br a 
builder of small means. But it is within the power 
of the workers practically to extinguish this increase 
to the home owner by increasing production and effi- 
Satisfied workmen are under moral obliga- 
tien to produce their best. Br so doing, moreover. 
ther will contribute to thefr own welfare. For they 
will be working against a general increase in the cost 
of living, which, fn the end, would affect them as 
adversely as the people for whom they build. By gtr- 
ing their best for the best wages ever paid for the 
perticular class of work in which they are engaged 
ther willbe contributing to the prosperity of them- 
selves as well as others.

HE eighth President of the United States was Martin Van 
OF Daren, a New York Democrat, I am sorry to say that the| 
outstanding event of his short administration, from 1837 to 
1841, was the financial panie of 1837. 
There have been other panics since, and vou will know what | 


| the word means. Let me see if I can make clear to you the causes | 
@ ~-of the panic of 1837. To do so, | shall have to go back for a 


moment to the days of President Washington, when Alexander 


Hamilton, Secretary of the Treasury, started a United States. 
Bank which was to be a great national institution like the Bank of | 
Erigland. It issued paper money, that is, bank notes, which were. 
as good as so much gold, and it gave the Government a safe place 
to ké®p the public funds. It was opened in 1791, with a charter | 


for 20 years. 


In 1811, when the 20 vears were up, the Republican party, | 


which was in power, objected to any private corporation having | 
as much power:as the Bank of the United States had, and refused | 
to extend the charter. em 

Then came the war, and the Government had to have money, | 
everybody had to have money, and there was not enough gold | 
and silver to go around. Therefore the various State Banks 
began to issue paper money, without much behind it. | 

There is lying at the present moment on my desk a five dollar 
bill, which says: ‘‘The Citizens’ National Bank of Springfield | 
will pay to the bearer on demand five dollars.’’ The note is segned | 


- by the president,and by the cashier of the Citizens’ National Bank. | 


This means that if I take this five dollar bill and go to this bank | 
in Springfield the cashier will give me in exchange for it five 
dollars in gold. As long as I know that I can get this gold wher- 
ever I go for it, | am contented with my somewhat soiled paper 
bill. But if I should suddenly hear that the Citizens’ Bank had 
given out more five dollar bills than it had five doHar gold pieces, 
I should run to the bank and try to.get my paper money redeemed 
before the gold had run out. | | 

Now this is exactly what started to happen in 1811. The 
State banks gave out more paper than they should have, consider- | 
ing the amount of gold im their vaults. If this had gone on, a panic 
would have been the result, when the people suddenly heard that 
the supply of gold. was running low. They all would have rushed 


| - around, trying to exchange their paper for coin, and. only the 


first comers would have been successful. 

So, in order to avert such a panic, the Bank of the United 
States was reopened, mm 1816, with a new charter for 20 more. 
years. It checked up the amount of paper that was being issued | 
by the State banks, and saw to it that they did not overdo the 
matter. 7 

When Jackson became President, his strong Republican prin- | 
ciples would not allow him td countendnece such a capitalistic 
institution as a bank which controlled all the Government funds, 
which he distributed among the State banks, and refused to renew 
the United States Bank charter, which expired in 1836. 

This meant, of course, that the Bank had to call in all its 
loans. At the same time, Jackson ordered the Governnient land 
offices, which were selling public lands in the West to settlers, 
to accept nothing but gold or silver. As a result in 1837, the first 
year of Van Buren’s administration, when the United States Bank 
had closed its doors, and when all the Western pioneers were rush- 
ing to the State banks to draw out gold, there was not gol 
to go around, and the banks began to fail; one after 
(If a bank cannot redeem its paper, it has to close its dc™am 
when that happens, it is usually good-by to your bank account.) 


In the course of time, matters were straightened out again, | 
but there has never since been a. Bank of the United States. 
Instead, Government subtreasuries were created in some of the 


i 


largest cities, and there the Government funds were kept.
